can vote 
absentee

Presidential election years are al- 
ways marked by a flurry of political 
activity, but not always by a flock of 
voters. As the presidential primary 
season continues to heat up and 
state races gear up, BYU students 
from other states do not have to be 
disenfranchised. 

Students who vote by mail using 
absentee ballots can be the differ- 
ence in a tight race, as BYU stu- 
dents may have been in 1986’s U.S. 
Senate race in Idaho. Incumbent 
Sen. Steve Symms, R-Idaho, who 
was facing a tough re-election battle 
that year, sent staffers to Provo to 
conduct a voter registration drive 
for Idaho residents attending BYU. 

Few candidates, or states for that 
matter, get involved in recruiting 
voters who are out of state. How- 
ever, hundreds of thousands of ab- 
sentee ballots are filed during a 
presidential election. In 1988, Salt 
Lake County alone had 13,000 resi- 
dents vote absentee, said Thayre 
Dennis, an elections clerk in Utah’s 
Lt. Governor’s office. 

How to register and vote 

Registering to vote and actually 
voting while away from home is sim- 
ple. The Daily Universe contacted 
Utah, California, Arizona, Nevada 
and Idaho to ask about their policies 
regarding absentee registration 
and voting. The consensus: 

® Get the address of your home 
county’s voter registration office. 
(Call your parents or call informa- 
tion and talk to the office yourself). 

@ Send the office a letter with the 
following information: 

— Print your name. 

— Request an absentee voter 
registration form or an absentee 
ballot. 

— If asking for an absentee bal- 
lot, specify for which election. (You 
must request a ballot for each new 
election). 

— State if you are a resident of 
the state and are 18 or older. 

— Give your home residence in 
that state. 

— Add your BYU address. 

— Sign it. 

Some states have already had 
their presidential primaries or cau- 
cuses, but there are still state pri- 
maries during the summer where 
seats in the U.S. Senate and House 
of Representatives are being con-

Democratic presidential front-run- 


ner Bill Clinton and Paul Tsongas 
threw themselves Wednesday into a 


climactic confrontation in the reces- 
sion-weary Midwest. 

President Bush spoke the obvious: 
“you don’t have to be a... rocket sci- 
entist” to know he wants Patrick 
Buchanan to quit the race. 

“Tf the time comes to exit we will do 
it gracefully, but that time has not 
come,” Buchanan said as he cam- 
paigned in Michigan. 

Democratic chairman Ron Brown 
said a sweep of six Southern states by 
Clinton on Tuesday night “make Illi- 
nois and Michigan the most important 
battles of the campaign.” 

With unemployment at 9 percent in 
heavily unionized Michigan and 8.5 
percent in Illinois, the two states 
seem a perfect political laboratory for 
Clinton, Tsongas and Jerry Brown to 
test their views for recession reme- 
dies. 

Clinton favors a middle-class tax 
cut, while Tsongas opposes it, saying 
the government’s overriding obliga- 
tion is to create jobs. Brown favors a 
flat tax. 

“Senator Tsongas and I have a big 


difference of opinion about how you 
create jobs in the 90s,” he said. 


His campaign was airing advertis- 


ing familiar to voters in other states, 
depicting Tsongas as saying he wants 
to be the best friend Wall Street ever 
had. 


Tsongas was also in both states 


during the day. 


He hit back on economics and other 


matters, even before his plane landed 
in Illinois. 


“Whatever vulnerabilities I have 


are on the issues,” Tsongas said. 
‘They’re not vulnerabilities of charac- 
ter and judgment.” 


Clinton has denied any impropriety 


in an Arkansas investment in the 


1970s with a fiend who became a head 


of a failed savings and loan. The in- 
vestment was first reported in the 


New York Times last week. 
“He won in his territory and I won 


in mine,” Tsongas said. 


The Associated Press tally showed 
Clinton with 707 delegates, to 349 for 
Tsongas and 81 for Brown. Another 
300 were uncommitted. It takes 2,145 
to win the nomination. 

Bush has won all 15 primaries so 
far. The president has 560 delegates in 
the AP count, to 46 for Buchanan, 
with 1,105 needed for the nomination.

English classes overcrowded 
as number of majors skyrockets

cally, Reber said. Most classes have less then 40 people in 


them, she said. 


Increased enrollment and limited teaching positions 
have caused the English Department to increase class size 
and decrease the number of classes being offered, said 
Anne White, administrative assistant for the English De- 
partment. 

Between 1981 and 1991, the number of students major- 


' ing in English has increased from 475 students to 1,348 


students, she said. 

Neal Lambert, chair of the English Department, said, 
“T would guess, besides majors, as many as 500 or so 
students are interested in minoring or taking classes in 
English.” 

This does not include students fulfilling general educa- 
tion requirements, he said. 

White said most English classes are full about one 
month after pre-registration begins. “This semester we 
enrolled about 8,235 students,” she said. 

Some 200-level courses have as many as 100 to 110 
students, she said. “This big of a class was unheard of five 
years ago,” White said. 

Rebecca Reber, 29, a senior majoring in English from 
Provo, said introductory classes, 200 and 300 level classes, 
are much larger now than when she started in the major. 
“You have to be really bold in those classes for the teacher 
to know who you are, and that can be intimidating with so 
many students in the class,” she said. 

Upper division class size has not increased so dramati- 


White said elective classes have also been cut. “We are 
pretty much teaching required classes for the English 
major and general education classes,” she said. 

White said in the 18 years that she has been in the 
English Department only three new teaching positions 
have opened. 

White said she did not think the quality of teaching had 
decreased even with the increase in students. “We have 
good teachers and evaluations are still good,” she said. 

White said some English faculty feel that other majors 
are limiting enrollment so students are changing to En- 
glish majors. Others think students like the English 
classes they take and decide to change their major to 
English, she said. 

White said many students are realizing that English 
majors can get jobs since more companies are hiring 
liberal arts majors. 

Lambert said many law advisers will look at English, 
writing and analysis, because it generates creative think- 
ing and helps students to see many solutions to a problem. 

Jay Fox, associate chair of the English Department, 
said the department is developing a questionnaire to find 
out who is majoring in English and why. 

He said questions will include why students are major- 
ing or minoring in English, why they switched to English 
from a different major and what they plan to do after 
graduation. The results could affect how the curriculum is 
organized, he said.

U.S. and Russia agree to reduce nukes 


BRUSSELS, Belgium — The United States and Russia on Wednesday said 
they want to sharply reduce their stockpiles of the world’s most dangerous 
nuclear weapons but differed on the pace of those cuts. 

A 4 1/2-hour meeting between Secretary of State James A. Baker III and 
Russian Foreign Minister Andrei Kozyrev apparently advanced prospects for 
a successful summit in Washington in mid-June. Left unresolved was 
Moscow’s demand for a compressed schedule that could cut or even ban 
ocean-spanning multiple-warhead missiles by the end of the century. 

Baker said there would have to be further meetings with Kozyrev on both 
the timing and the mix of a new accord. 

He said, “there was a genuine desire to move beyond the requirements of 
the START treaty.” 

The United States and what used to be the Soviet Union have amassed 
enough nuclear weapons to destroy each other several times over. 

However, as the Cold War ebbed, they began to reduce their stockpiles. 

The START treaty cut long-range bombers, submarines and missiles on the 
two sides — about 40 percent for Moscow and the three other nuclear nations 
on former Soviet territory — and about 30 percent for the United States. 

The treaty calls for no more than 6,000 strategic warheads on each side. 
Bush in January proposed reducing to 4,700. Yeltsin urged a new ceiling of 
2,500 apiece. 


Political changes anticipated in Britain 


LONDON — On Wednesday, Prime Minister John Major called an April 9 
vote, trusting in part on his personal appeal to overcome the unpopularity of a 
government mired in recession. 

After 13 years of Conservative Party government marked by ideological 
battles between Margaret Thatcher and the Labor Party, this election shapes 
up as a tussle at the political center about each party’s competence to manage 
the economy. 

Britain faces a stubborn recession, with 9.2 percent unemployment and 
record rates of home repossessions. 

If the 43.6 million people eligible to vote in England, Wales, Scotland and 
Northern Ireland return an election result as close as opinion polls suggest, 
they could usher in profound changes in the voting system and end the 
tradition of strong, single-party governments in Britain. 

“We've got a stack of new ideas to take government closer to the people, to 
make sure that people have more choice, that they have more opportunity,” 
said Major. 


Floodwaters engulf Vermont's capital 


MONTPELIER, Vt. — Ice jams diverted a rushing river through the 
downtown of Vermont’s capital city Wednesday, shutting down the state 
government and closing schools with water 5 to 6 feet deep in places. 

“This is a very serious situation,” said Gov. Howard Dean, who declared an 
emergency and called out the National Guard to help rescue people after the 
water rose rapidly during the morning. 

Dean made his comment while watching a kayaker paddle in front of the 
Statehouse. 

Canoes and rowboats also took to flooded streets, as civilians and Guards- 
men rescued people from downtown buildings and from atop cars caught when 
the water rose rapidly. 

Z eu was like the flood gates opened. It got bad fast,” said fireman Gordon 
ock. 

All of downtown was under water as the Winooski River jumped its banks 
and took a new path downstream, forming a turbulent stream like a whitewa- 
ter river down about a half-mile of State Street. 


Undercover nerd exposes stereotypes 


STANFORD, Calif. — Harry Duh hitched up his pants, strapped on a 
bulging backpack, stuffed pens, pencils and a calculator into his plaid shirt 
pocket and put on thick glasses and an even thicker accent. 

Thus began the “Adventures of an Asian Nerd,” a one-day experiment for 
the Stanford University student, who was harassed and teased by whites and 
surprisingly shunned by his embarrassed ethnic peers. 

“A lot of people have this stereotype about Asians that I wanted to test,” 
said Duh, who wrote about his experiences for a class paper and a new 
Asian-American student magazine. “But I was most surprised by the negative 
reaction I got from other Asians. A lot of them couldn’t even look at me,they 
were so embarrassed. I represented everything they hate.” 

Gordon Chang, a Stanford history professor specializing in Asian-America 
studies, said the article hit a nerve by uncovering dual racism on the campus, 
where more than 20 percent of the student body is Asians 


byothers,” said Chang. “That’s the way racial thinking operates: with stere 
types. It doesn’t take people as round human beings.” 

Joanne Kim, ajunior and vice chairwoman of the Asian-American Student 
Association, said she has seen “a sort of silent stereotyping of Asians, even 
among ourselves.”

Provo City businesses 
tackle parking problem

Parking in downtown Provo is hard 
to come by and the problem is getting 
worse, some business owners say. 
But the downtown businesses are 
joining with the city in taking action 
to try to alleviate the problem. 

Some businesses said it is “almost 
impossible to find parking (down- 
town),” said Trieste Goodwill, owner 
of Joe Verda’s Mexican Restaurant. 

Goodwill said the streets are al- 
ways lined with cars, and employees 
are big offenders when it comes to 
taking up customer parking. 

Goodwill said the parking problem 
affects business because if customers 
can’t find parking, they will go else- 
where. She said her business has an 
employee parking lot, but employees 
from other businesses abuse it. 

Ed Ledek, Western Watts opera- 
tions manager, said the parking situa- 
tion stinks. “There is just not enough 
parking for our employees,” he said. 

People who work at Western Watts 
have to park on the street and may 
get tickets, Ledek said. 

Provo City officials said they are 
aware of the parking problem and 
have plans to create more parking 
space. 

Ron Madsen, Redevelopment di- 
rector, said a new 240-space parking 
garage is scheduled to be constructed 
behind town square. He said con- 
struction is scheduled to start April 1. 

The new structure will be available 
for public use, Madsen said. Some 
space will be leased to local busi- 
nesses for employee parking.

Madsen said the city also has plans 
for a 60-space lot on 75 E. Center. 

Although the new parking garage 
will provide downtown Provo with an 
abundance of parking, Madsen said 80 
stalls will be temporarily out of order 
during its construction. He said the 
city will provide a temporary gravel 
lot on 150 W. 100 North to take up the 
slack during construction. 

Cpl. Dan Stow, Provo City Police, 
said they have increased parking en- 
forcement in downtown Provo. Be- 
cause of the increase of downtown 
traffic due to Nu Skin’s relocation, the 
city requested they step up enforce- 
ment, he said. 

Stow said the management of Nu 
Skin has been more than helpful with 
finding parking solutions. 

Jason Chaffetz, Nu Skin media 
spokesman, said Nu Skin has spent 
$500,000 on employee parking lots 
and a shuttle service that allows Nu 
Skin student employees to commute 
between Nu Skin and BYU. 

Lisa Witham, owner of Los Her- 
manos Mexican restaurant, said their 
business has the employees sign a 
contract to make sure they don’t park 
on the street. 

Stow said the Provo police have a 
new automated parking system that 
will help to monitor parking. He said 
the city will tow cars that have re- 
ceived more than six tickets.

Wednesday’s Soapbox was designed to 
deal with ecology and the environment.

Learn economics 


To the Editor: 

I am appalled by the stupidity displayed by 
the BYU special events and the ticket office 
concerning the wonderful “double deal.” 
Their plan is the most absurd thing I have 
ever encountered, and I thought perhaps a 
lesson in basic economics might help them 
out. 

In an efficient market society, the people 
dictate the prices. This is done by their will- 
ingness to pay a certain price for a certain 
good. 

For example, rent prices around campus 
have steadily increased, because there will 
always be students willing to pay higher 
prices in order to live in a nicer apartment. 

For basketball and football tickets, it is the 
same. The market (in other words, the peo- 
ple) will pay what they consider to be a fair 
price. People obviously enjoy football, so 
when the price was recently. changed from 
$3.50 to $4.00 per game, everyone still 
bought tickets. id bederrctd 

For basketball, the enjoyment factor was 
not as great. When the price was doubled two 
years ago from $1 to $2 per game, ticket sales 
dramatically decreased. Many people did not 
feel the price was worth it. Most of my friends 
did not purchase basketball tickets this year, 
and I didn’t either. 

Combining football and basketball tickets 
is no solution to this problem. It is not fair to 
penalize someone who is a football fan by only 
offering endzone tickets if they do not want 
basketball tickets also. 

Whether you are seeking to have more fans 
at the basketball games, or more revenues 
from ticket sales, the solution is actually very 
simple. A fair market price must be charged. 
For football tickets, the price could be raised 
up to $5 or $6 per game, and all the student 
tickets would still sell. 

In other words, the market perceives the 
fair price for football tickets to be higher than 
the current price of $4.50. This is shown be- 
cause they are willing to buy all the tickets at 
the current price. 

For basketball, the fair market price is 
obviously still only about $1 per game. The 
proof of this is as follows. At $1 per game, all 
the rotating tickets sold out. At $2 per game, 
ticket sales decreased. It is indisputable that 
the market perceives the fair price to be 
closer to $1. 

The lesson to be learned is this: In a free 
market society, a fair price must be charged 
for all goods. For most business people, the 
highest net profit is the goal. 

To achieve this, you must make price ad- 
justments on a continual basis to find out 
what the market is willing to pay, and also 
what price corresponds to the greatest 
amount of revenue.

A new world order of humanitaris;

PARIS — Can we dream of a 21st Century where the horrors of 


the 20th will not be repeated? Where 
Auschwitz or the mass exterminations that 
took place in Cambodia under the Khmer 
Rouge cannot happen again? The answer is a 
hopeful yes — if, as part of the emergent world 
order, a new morality can be codified in the 
“right to preventive intervention” against the 
abuses of national sovereignty. 

Last week’s announcement by United Na- 
tions Secretary-General Boutros Boutros-Ghali 
that he will dispatch 20,000 “blue-helmet” sol- 
diers and administrators to effectively rule 


Cambodia for the next year as it oversees the transition to democracy 
is a major first step in the long process toward establishing this right 


to intervention. 


In Cambodia, the U.N. will supervise elections, manage the police, 
care for returning refugees and disarm soldiers. It will even be 
authorized to issue passports and ensure equal media access to elec- 
toral candidates. In other words, rather than waiting outside and 
hoping the Khmer Rouge will not repeat its atrocities, the U.N. has 
instead fashioned itself as a humanitarian army that crosses frontiers 
into a sovereign country before people can become victims. 

This is an historic departure from past practices where the U.N., 
governments and private relief organizations could only take care of 
people once they were victims fleeing across their own borders to

Florida professor proposes 
a new foreign aid policy

A professor of political science and 
African studies from the University 
of Florida explained a new model for 
the disbursement of foreign aid at an 
international forum Wednesday. 

Goran Hyden said he has been 
working with foreign aid donors and 
influential people in recipient coun- 
tries, especially Africa, to come up 
with this new model. 

The model would include a nonpo- 
litical board to act.as an intermediary 
between donors and recipients, he 
said. The board would appoint its own 
members and each new member 
would swear.an oath upon entering 
saying they will not be involved in 
polities or interests that conflict with 
the board, he said. 

The board would provide three 
“windows of opportunity” for coun- 
tries in need of foreign aid, he said. 

The first window would provide 
grants, Hyden said. This money 
would be given away with no expecta- 
tion of getting a return on the money, 
he said. 

The second window would provide 
“soft loans” or loans for people who 
are not qualified for bank loans be- 
cause they lack credit. 

The third window would provide 
regular competitive loans, Hyden 
said. 

Hyden said people in the recipient 
countries would have to bid for the 
money donated in all three windows. 


Senatorial 

debate site 
asuccess in 
registration

Tuesday’s debate of Republican 
senatorial candidates in the Wilkin- 
son Center’s Memorial Lounge was 
also the site of a voter registration 
drive sponsored by the College Re- 
publicans. 

In less than two hours, 160 BYU 
students registered to vote, said 
Dean Hawker;a volunteer who has 
been operating registration booths at 
BYU for five years. 

Hawker said his best day at BYU 
happened last year, when 220 stu- 
dents registered in an eight-hour pe- 
riod. Tuesday’s success bodes well for 
the College Republicans’ formal drive 
to be held March 23-25. 

“Last year was the.best. ever,” 
Hawker.said. Wee fooking for. more 
veer ebreakine@ritibers this year.” 

Sheri Bigby, a junior from Mon- 
terey, Calif., majoring in political sci- 
ence, also worked in the booth. Bigby 
is Chair of Registration for the Col- 
lege Republicans. 

“This is the first time I’ve ever done 
this,” Bigby said. She said she went to 
a College Republican meeting and 
suddenly found herself with the job. 
“All I wanted to do was get people 
involved, so they put me in charge of 
voter registration.” 

Paul Montoya, ajunior from Maple- 
ton majoring in family science, said he 
was registering for the first time. 
“One of the reasons is because I’ve 
read a bit more about government. 
I’m 28 and I just felt it was time to get 
involved.” 

Hawker usually sets up registra- 
tion booths at 12-15 local businesses 
like Pace, Food 4 Less and K mart. 
Last year, Hawker volunteered 
about 20 hours a week registering 
voters and working for campaigns. 

“The more people that take part in 
politics the better,” he said. 

Utah residents may register to 
vote at any time by going to the 
county elections office. The College 
Republicans will be registering 
voters on campus March 23-25 be- 
tween 9 a.m. and 3 p.m. 


The funds would then go to groups 
and individuals in government and 
private organizations. The competi- 
tive nature of this foreign aid should 
ensure better fund usage, he said. 

Hyden said foreign aid began in the 
1960s and was project oriented. 
Donors believed funding specific 
projects would make recipients more 
accountable. 

Foreign aid became program-ori- 
ented in the 1970s, he said. But 
donors began complaining that their 
money was supporting bureaucracy 
rather than real development in the 
countries, he said. 

The 1980s brought policy -related 
foreign aid which sought to deregu- 
late aid and make it more market ori- 
ented, he said. “Even with these new 
policies, progress has been extremely 
limited,” Hyden said. 

The 1990s has begun to take the 
form of politics-related foreign policy 
that requires recipient countries to 
have a more open political system, he 
said. 

Hyden said despite all these 
changes, foreign aid still has prob- 
lems with corruption and abuse. 

He said some foreign aid does not 
encourage countries to help them- 
selves, but becomes simply a hand- 
out, he said. 

Hyden said his new model gets 
away from all these problems because 
it would be independent of all political 
influences. Even the board members 
would have to be free of political en- 
tanglements, he said.

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Ainge’s senior blanket

lraq charged 
with failure 


to comply 
with U.N.

UNITED NATIONS — The U.N. 
Security Council confronted Saddam 
Hussein’s top envoy Wednesday with 
charges that Iraq is playing a game of 
“cheat and retreat” from its promises 
to disarm and respect its people’s hu- 
man rights. 

The 15-member council dealt its 
harshest criticism to Saddam since he 
invaded Kuwait on Aug. 2, 1990. A 
half-dozen council members and the 
body’s president presented Deputy 
| Prime Minister Tariq Aziz with a 
litany of complaints about Iraq’s fail- 
ure to disclose and destroy all its bal- 
| listic missiles as well as nuclear, 
|, chemical and biological weapon pro- 

| grams. 

Speakers also criticized Iraq for 
| failing to pay reparations to victims of 
the Kuwait invasion or release de- 
tained Kuwaitis. They condemned 
Iraq for blockades and human rights 
abuses against rebellious Kurds in the 
north and Shiite Muslims in the south. 

Aziz, 54, quietly endured the three 
hours of complaints seated at one end 
of the council’s table. 

Then he rose to defend his country, 
asserting in a 45-minute address in 
Arabic that Iraq was cooperating 
fully with the council and that the 
sanctions it unjustly kept in place 
were forcing Iraq into “a pre-indus- 
trial age.” 

“The question constantly asked by 
18 million Iraqis together with mil- 
lions more of honest, free people in 
the world is, “For how long will this 
iniquitous siege continue to be im- 
posed upon Iraq?” Aziz said. 

He proposed that council members 
meet separately with Iraq to settle 
outstanding issues, in effect bypass- 
ing the U.N. Special Commission that 
is responsible for neutralizing Iraq’s 
weapons of mass destruction. 

The Chinese and Indian ambas- 
sadors called for simplifying proce- 
dures allowing import of food and hu- 
manitarian supplies. Li Daoyou of 
China also argued for a “gradual lift- 
ing of other economic sanctions.”

After three years of trying, Wash- 
burn said he hopes to contact Ainge 
the next time the Trailblazers come to 
Salt Lake to play the Utah Jazz.
